To  the  Citizens  of  Cornish: 

The  following  report  will  be  found  to  vary  but  little  from 
former  reports.  The  deposit  station,  located  at  the  Fred  Weld 
residence  for  the  past  two  years,  has  been  discontinued  as  patron- 
age has  not  been  great  enough  to  justify  the  expense  of  maintain- 
ance.  It  is  hoped  that  those  now  accustomed  to  this  service  will 
come  to  the  library  for  books  or  patronize  our  mail  service. 

We  again  remind  the  citizens  of  Cornish  of  the  opportunity 
to  obtain  through  the  librarian,  the  loan  of  unusual  books  or 
special  material  from  the  State  Library  in  Concord.  These 
libraries,  local  and  State,  are  institutions  designed  to  serve  the 
public.     Why  not  take  advantage  of  this  service? 

The  librarian  reports  from  her  records  the  following  statis- 
tics:

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Superintendent's    Report 


To  the  Cornish  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools. 

There  were  but  two  changes  in  the  teaching  force  at  the  open- 
ing of  school  last  fall.  Miss  Esther  Ames  and  Mr.  Donald  Frizzell 
were  promoted  to  better  positions  in  other  districts.  Miss  Parker 
Lois,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School  1937  was  hired  for  the 
Tracy  School  and  Mr.  Leslie  Davis,  an  experienced  teacher  and  a 
graduate  of  Fitchburg  Normal  School  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Chadbourne  School. 

This  year  you  have  had  two  school  houses  painted  and  general 
repairs  made  at  the  Center  School.  I  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to 
paint  one  building  each  year.  The  buildings  at  the  Center  and  at 
the  Flat  are  in  the  greatest  need. 

Now  that  we  have  normal  trained  teachers  in  all  of  the  schools 
there  is  no  doubt  about  the  methods  of  teaching  being  excellent. 
Especially  is  that  true  in  your  schools  as  you  have  furnished  the 
teachers  and  pupils  with  the  latest  and  best  of  material  for  work. 

There  is,  and  always  will  be,  in  many  schools  a  problem  of  dis- 
cipline. In  the  larger  schools  the  discipline  problem  has  passed 
away  due  to  several  factors.  The  older  boys  and  girls  are  given 
work  more  to  their  liking  such  as  domestic  science,  manual  arts, 
and  general  science.  About  the  only  steps  that  we  have  been  able 
to  make  in  this  direction  in  the  one  room  schools  are  social  sciences 
and  club  work.  In  the  larger  schools  there  is  extensive  play- 
ground apparatus  for  the  smaller  pupils.  Through  the  activities 
of  the  teachers  and  interested  parents  some  progress  has  been  made 
along  these  lines  at  the  Tracy  School  and  at  the  South  School. 

There  are,  however,  several  factors  that  enter  into  bad  condi- 
tions in  discipline.  Even  strong  teachers  face  a  very  difficult  prob- 
lem when  there  are  parents  who  seem  to  be  glad  to  find  something 
that  they  can  blame  on  the  schools,  and  the  pupils  know  when  they 
enter  the  school  that  if  anything  happens  at  school  that  here  will  be 
those  who  like  Absalom  will  place  all  of  the  blame  on  the  teacher. 
If  a  pupil  fails  in  their  work  it  is  not  always  the  fault  of  the 
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teacher.  There  should  be  taken  into  consideration  the  home  life 
of  the  child  and  his  mental  ability.  If  we  could  afford  it  we 
should  add  to  the  schools  new  work  that  would  interest  and  help 
every  pupil,  but  the  cost  would  be  very  great.  We  can  however 
all  help  by  trying  to  be  kind  especially  to  young  teachers  who  are 
trying  to  put  into  practice  all  of  the  methods  that  they  have  studied 
faithfully. 

We  feel  very  thankful  to  Mr.  Leland  Powers  for  the  gift  of 
land  for  a  playground  at  the  City  School.  The  fences  at  the  City 
and  the  Flat  are  a  help  to  protect  your  children  and  are  built  to 
last  many  years. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Robert  Barrett  for  the  gift  toward  hot 
lunches. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Cornish  School  Board  for  the  interest  they 
have  taken  in  the  schools  and  for  the  unselfishness  with  which  they 
have  given  their  time  to  meet  the  problems  and  to  carry  on  the 
regular  work  for  the  district.  I  appreciate  the  loyalty  of  the 
teachers,  and  those  of  the  citizens  who  have  tried  to  help  even  when 
conditions  were  not  as  they  have  desired.

As  there  has  been  so  much  discussion  as  to  who  is  eligible 
to  vote  in  the  District  School  Meeting,  the  following  is  printed 
from  the  Public  School  Laws  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

Chapter  120,  Article  12 

Wrongful  Voting;  Penalty — If  any  person  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  or  any  alien  not  naturalized,  or  any 
person  who  has  not  resided  and  had  his  home  in  the  district 
for  three  months  and  in  the  town  for  six  months  preceding, 
shall  vote  in  any  district  meeting,  or  if  any  person  shall  give 
in  more  than  one  vote  for  any  officer  voted  for  at  the  meet- 
ing,  or  if  any  person,   being  under   examination  before  the 
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school  board  as  to  his  qualifications  as  a  voter,  shall  give  any- 
false  name  or  answer,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  thir- 
ty dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  three  months.
